(J.—Tho boller* of 
the P. J. H arney Shoo M anufacturing 
company of this city blow up Thurs­ 
day m orning and at least nine people 
were reported Injured. T he explosion, 
besides shattering the big four-story 
factory 
of 
the 
H arney 
company, 
w rerked several buildings near by In 
the crowded 
m anufacturing 
district. 
A heavy southeast gale soon drove the 
flames beyond the control of the local 
fire departm ent and help was called 
from Boston. 
In an hour two squares 
In the W est Lynn district had been 
burned over, ruining the prem ises of 
more than half a dozen large business 
Arms, mostly shoe m anufactories, arni 
destroying twelve dwellings on Charles 
street, principally occupied by negroes. 
The explosion occurred just as the 
factory operatives assem ble for the 
day’s work. 
It devastated the district 
In West Lynn bordering on Charles 
and Alley streets. 
Doctors and ambu­ 
lances were hurried to the scene from 


j all parts of the city, but with so wide 
a territory so suddenly stricken the 
work of aiding and collect the wound- 


j ed and hunting for positively known 
dead was necessarily ham pered. 
Tho 
first firms to be burned out or wrecked 
by th** explosion were the P. J. H ar­ 
ney Shoe company, T ufts 
& 
Fried­ 
m an’s Svof. company,

The force of the explosion burst 
I four m achinery loaded floors of the 
H arney 
factory and lifted the roof. 
The w reckage spread outw ard, sh atter­ 
ing the walls of near-by structures and 
aiding 
th e 
flames, despite* a heavy 
storm of snow and sleet that started 
early In the day. 
In a brief space of 
I tim e the W est Lynn station of the 
Boston and Maine railroad was on 
fire. 
Unchecked by the wide gap occupied 
by railroad tracks, the flames reached 
the structures on the oth er side, lick­ 
ing up first the leather s to r k factory 
of the Jacobs company and then sweep­ 
ing through the district covered by 
small wooden tenem ents. 
The i>oHce reported th at apparently 
no persons had been killed. 
The In­ 
jured were taken to a hospital. Three 
of these w ere but slightly hurt and a 
■ hasty exam ination seem ed to indicate 
the other six were not fatally hurt.

Schultze Said hje Was Told by Finn 
to “Get Busy." 
Chicago, Dee. 6.—The court room 
In whivh 
the trial 
of Cornelius P 
Shea, on charges of conspiracy In con­ 
nection with th e team sters’ strike of 
1905 is being conducted was alm ost 
stormed W ednesday by a crowd eager 
to hear the evidence. A special detail 
of police was necessary to control the 
throng. 
Joseph Schultze, who pleaded guilty 
to charges of conspiracy at the sam e 
tim e as a sim ilar plea was m ade by 
Young. was the first w itness of .th e 
day. 
Schultze declared th at he was for­ 
m erly a mem ber of the Truck D rivers’ 
union, and said th at he was hired by 
Shea during th e strike to act as a 
picket. 
His work, he said was done 
In the vicinity of the store of Mont­ 
gomery. W ard & Co, 
“I was hired by Shea,” the witness 
declared, * by th e request of Tim othy 
Finks, a saloon keeper.’’ 
The witness declared th at he re 
celved instructions from Finks, and 
th at Finks told him not to allow- any 
wagons to deliver goods to Montgom­ 
ery. W ard & Co. He said th at he was 
told by Finks to “get uusy.” 
He said 
th a t he stopped about ten wagons in 
one day. 
Schultze testified th at he received 
$2 per day while acting as a picket, 
and said th at he worked In a squad 
of ten men. 
He also testified that 
he heard Stephen Sumner, business 
agent of the Milk D rivers’ union, who 
is on trial in the present case, tell of 
how Sum ner had beat up a “lot of 
fiinks.” 
The prisoner was asked to define 
the word “finks.” 
His efforts to do 
so caused much laughter in the court. 
He declared th a t in labor circles th£ 
meaning of the word was a non-union 
man who took the place of a union 
man on strike. 


MUCH ROLLING STOCK. 


Southern Pacific Railroad Has Placed 
Some Mammoth Orders. 
San Francisco, Dec. 6.—The South 
em Pacific Railroad com panj has just 
ordered the construction of about $6,- 
500,000 worth of new rolling stock and 
placed orders aggregating $4,000,000 
with different locomotive and car m an­ 
ufacturing concerns, so its equipm ent 
may be augm ented as quickly as pos­ 
sible to m eet the grow ing demands 
for m ore cars and- m ore facilities for 
transportation. 
Compared with roll­ 
ing stock now in comm ission, the pros 
pective additions will am ount in some 
cases to an increase of 25 per cent.

ury to d u p licate gold certificates in 
lieu of the ones lost or destroyed and 
th e bill am ending the national bank­ 
ing laws perm ittin g national banking 
associations to m ak e loans on real e*- 
ta te as security 
and 
limiting the 
am o u n t of such loans. 
I e^ banking bill has been one of the 
w est's favorite m easures, and the lead 
ors of the house I rom that section lined 
up generally in favor of the legisla 
Uon which, it w as asserted, would gc 
far tow ard popularizing the national 
banks. 
The opponents of the bills 
D em ocrats and Republicans, insisted 
that real e state was not a proper pc 
eurity for a loan, even though u limit 
was placed on the loan.

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Shaw Asks Them to Forward to Treas­ 
ury Silver Certificates. 
W ashington, Dee. 6.—The secretary 
of the trea su ry has Issued the follow­ 
ing to all banking institutions of the 
U nited S tates: 
"A very m arked scarcity of small 
I bills is noticeable everyw here and the 
treasu ry is pow erless to relieve the 
situation. 
In the absence of legisla­ 
tion allowing national banks to Issue a 
larg er proportion of their circulation 
in the denom ination of $5 the banks 
them selves m ust be relied upon to al­ 
leviate the strain as far as possible. 
T h ere are in circulation nearly $15. 
000,000 in silver certificates of the de­ 
nom ination of $10. 
Many of these- 
doubtless ire packed aw ay in vaults 
ot various banks and held as reserve. 
P erm it me to respectfully ask that 
each institution, sta te and national, 
search for money In its vaults and 
send these $l(i silver certificates ti 
the treasury. 
T hey will prom ptly be 
converted into $1 and $2. to the very 
g re at relief of ihe country.
